Eighth grade D.C. 
trip cancelled 
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Shine, Selectmen 
Clash on ramp

WILMINGTON Several items on 
the Board of Selectmen’s agenda 
seemed to raise more questions 
than answers at its October 10 
meeting, 

Frederick Shine’s request to 
address the board was among 
them. 

“{From what I understand] there 
are two issues,” said Michael 
Newhouse, Chairman of the Board 
of Selectmen. “One is an issue 
about the property line adjacent to 
yours and [the second] is [your] 
attempt to obtain a permit neces- 
sary to construct a ramp for 
wheelchair access.” 

Mr. Shine said that he has been 
seeking a permit to construct a 
handicap ramp at his mother's 
house since last March. He said 
that he sought the help of two con- 
struction companies to complete 
the task and that these companies 
approached Wilmington Building 
Inspector Dan Paret for a permit. 
Mr. Shine also said that the repre- 
sentative for those companies told 
him that Mr. Paret would not issue 
a permit for the job. 

Mr. Paret said that he did recall 
the contractors coming in and that 
he explained the process of the 
application for a permit to con- 
struct the ramp. He explained that 
the application is a three-part form 


that includes supplying specific 
information about the construction 
of the ramp, a copy of the contrac- 
tor’s license, and sign-off forms for 
the Board of Health, as well as 
Conservation Commi n, After 
the application is received, 
information is reviewed. If the 
application is complete and compli- 
ant with the law, a permit will be 
issued. However, according to both 
Mr. Paret and Mr. Shine, no appli- 
cation has been filed for the 
wheelchair access project to date. 

Mr. Shine indicated that the per- 
mit for the access ramp was denied 
because a survey of his mother's 
property was not done. However, 
zoning requirements are not an 
issue with regard to building a 
ramp. 

Here is the second issue involving 
the property lines of his mother's 
neighbor. Mr. Shine claimed that 
his neighbor built their home too 
close to the lot line, which is 
encroaching on his mother's field 
of view. He also said that after 
repeated complaints, Mr. Paret 
refused to do anything about the 
issue. 

“When we do inspections, we 
{take notes],” said Mr. Paret. He 
added that he informed the con- 
tractor when he inspected the foun- 
dation that the foundation 
appeared to be too close to the lot 


line and he requested a survey be 
done. 

“I'm not qualified to make the 
judgment,” said Mr. Paret. He 
received a certified plot plan for 
the property and relied on the 
integrity of Mr. Meade, the profes- 
sional surveyor, as to the accuracy 
of the lot line. The plot plan shows 
the dwelling within the set back 
requirements. 

“I am bound by law to accept [the 
certified plot plan],” said Mr. 
Paret. 

Mr. Newhouse indicated that the 
building inspector must rely on the 
surveyor for plot line information. 

There are two plot plans for the 
neighbor’s property that show dis- 
crepancies. 

One plan, the most recent of the 
two and the plan of record, was 
drawn during the reconstruction of 
the neighbor's house. It shows the 
lot having about 53,000 square feet 
of land, 

A second plan, drawn earlier, 
shows the plot having 15,000 square 
feet of land. In addition, the 
dimensions for the plot lines 
between the two plot plans show 
discrepancies of feet. One shows a 
15’ setback for the foundation and 
the plan of record shows a 16’ set- 
back.

System have always looked forward to it, and high school 
kids and adults surely look back fondly on it. 

This year, however, the trip to Washington, D.C. has| 
been cancelled. According to the administration at 
Wilmington Middle School, here are the reasons why: 

¢ RISK ASSESSMENT. Although specific school sys- 
tems have not been made known, the Middle School 
administration has heard that neighboring communities 
have cancelled their students’ trips to D.C. because of} 
alleged incidents that had transpired during previous 
travels there. Taking its cue from these unnamed sys- 
tems, the administration has determined that the danger 
and risk factors run quite high for Wilmington students 
during a four-night journey. The approach here seems to} 
be “better safe than sorry.” 

* STATE REQUIREMENTS. According to the Middle 
School Administration, the state of Massachusetts has! 
recently outlined curricula that must be followed at each 
grade level. The administration says it has been told that! 
a trip to D.C. does not fall under the curriculum of| 
“American History” being studied this year by eighth 
graders. However, it is acceptable for the eighth graders| 
to take day-long field trips to New York City this month 
because their visits to Ellis Island will meet such criteria 
because the theme of immigration does fall under 
“American History.” 

* NOT ENOUGH CHAPERONES. According to the 
administration, a third reason for the cancellation of the 
trip derives from the lack of an appropriate number of| 
chaperones, namely teachers, who would accompany the} 
students on the trip. 

Let's be honest here: A lot of holes could be poked in| 
each of these three reasons. A lot of questions sure do! 
transpire, anyway. 

How does the risk factor this year compare to other 
years? What specifically made it so high for this year’s 
eighth grade population? Why was the administration so 
easily persuaded by the murmurings of what may have 
transpired in,other school districts? 

Does our state government truly believe that a trip to} 
our nation’s capitol does not constitute a study in 
American history? Why would any state government 
stand in the way of a trip to the District of Columbia? Yet, 
have no opinion about a school band’s upcoming trip to} 
Disney World? Or no opinion about a high school orches- 
tra’s tour of France? 

Lastly, why exactly have teachers not been leaping at} 
the opportunity to keep the traditional trips to D.C. 
going? Considering that the teachers wouldn’t get paid| 
for their time spent chaperoning, is money the issue? Is 
it the time? Do teachers feel that they’d be on their own 
if issues of liability arose during the trip? 

It’s a tricky issue, one that needs to be addressed deli-

Dear Editor: 

It was heartening to see that 
there are some people who 
take an interest in Wilmington 
history, even if relatives are 
involved. So I say “thanks” to 
Tracey Peterson for the com- 
ments about her uncle, Buddy 
Pilcher. He and I were good 
friends many years so here 
are a couple of things about 
him that I recall: 

He had a severe scar from a 
burn, I believe, on his left 
shin, about 10-12 inches long. I 
don’t know how he got it but 
before every football practice 
and/or game I would take a 
sponge sheet and wrap it with 
tape to his leg. Then put on 
the stocking and more tape 
over that. I was the equipment 
manager for the team and 
part of my duties were making 
sure everyone was ready to 
play. I was not allowed to play 
regulation sports at 
Wilmington High by doctors 
because I had epilepsy, but I 
was part of every team one 
way or another. Epilepsy in 
the mid 1940’s was equivalent 
to leprosy in the Middle Ages. 

Buddy also had another scar 
on the back of his hand which 
was the result of him grabbing 
my head and preventing me 
from serious injury in the sev- 
enth grade when I took a con- 
vulsion in Miss Scopa’s class 
and was subsequently told by 
Supt. “Sparky” Bean not to 
come back to school until I 
was cured, because I was dis- 
Tupting classes. I didn’t return

for 14 months. Buddy was with H 
me most of that time, with a ¢ 
spoon in his hip pocket, 
because I couldn’t go any- 
where alone, especially swim; 
ming at Silver Lake. \ 

We were also together at the 
town common at recess on the 
fateful day of the plane crash, 
Many of us kids ran down 
Middlesex Avenue to the site 
of the accident. And I will 
never forget, as we were hav- 
ing a cigarette on a dirt road 
near where Sweetheart 
Plastics is today, his mothén 
walked by and we hid out 
smokes, but he asked why she 
was there.

New senior tax breaks 


WILMINGTON - The Legislature 
recently passed legislation to assist 
low and moderate income elderly 
persons by creating a newtax credit 
program which relates toreal prop- 
erty taxes and utility charges. This 
new law, which takes effect Janu- 
ary 1, 2001 for the 2002 tax filing 
year, affects individuals 65 years 
old or older who occupy the subject 
property as their principal resi- 
dence and whose income does not 
exceed $40,000 if an individual or 
$60,000 if filing jointly as husband 
and wife. 


Tewksbury Library 


The credit, which is taken on the 
individual's income tax, is deter- 
mined by how much the combined 
total of property taxes and water 
and sewer charges exceed 10 per- 
cent of the individual's income. In 
the first year of implementation, 
the maximum credit is $375 and 
increases in subsequent years to 
$750.

High School 
football notebook

Here's some stats and notables on both the Wilmington and Tewksbury Football teams 
Wilmington: 

* With the loss to Pentucket, four teams currently have an 4-1 record in the Cape Ann League including the 
‘Cats, Sachems, Masconomet and Newburyport. In the M.L.A.A. rules if teams are tied the first tiebreaker is 
head-to-head and the second tiebreaker is the team that hasn't gone to the Super Bow! the longest advances. 

So here's the schedule of the remaining games of the four teams: 

Wilmington has Hamilton-Wenham, North Reading, Newburyport, Lynnfield and Ipswich left on their 
schedule; Masconomet has Triton, Newburyport, Hamilton-Wenham, North Reading, Amesbury and North 
Andover remaining; Pentucket has North Reading, Amesbury, Lynnfield, Ipswich, North Andover and Triton 

_ left; Newburyport has North Andover, Masco, Wilmington, Triton, Westford (non-league) and Amesbury. 

Scenarios: A). If Pentucket wins its remaining games they will go the Super Bowl for the second straight 
“season. They won't lose any of its next three games So its useless for any Wildcat fan to watch the scoreboard 
like they did last year. If Pentucket is going to lose, Ipswich could knock them off after the Sachems are coming 
off three demolishing wins, but North Andover and Triton could surprise them. 

B). If Wilmington wins its remaining games, and Pentucket lose one of its remaining six games, the 'Cats 
will go to the Bowl because Wilmington will have one loss and have beaten Masco and Newburyport regardless 
of their record. 

C). IfMasconomet winsthe rest of its games they will automatically go because they have beaten Pentucket. 

D). Newburyport still have an outside chance but they have to win all of its remaining games including 
Wilmington and Masconomet, and see Pentucket lose another game. 

E). If Wilmington, Pentuckét and Masco end ina three way tie, Masco will go because their school has never 
been to a Super Bowl. 

* Wilmington running back Mark Jepson passed the 1,000 yard rushing mark of his career when he dashed 
off for an 40-yard run early in Saturday's game. He ended the game with 138 rushing yards giving him 1,127 
for his career as he came in with 989. This year he is having a monster season, with a combined 574 rushing 
yards on 54 carries (an incredible 10.6 yard per carry - 4.0 is a respectable number) and 6 touchdowns. 

¢ Wilmington hasn't given up a first quarter score yet this season. In fact they have outscored its opponents 

‘in.every quarter for am 139-42 total. Here's the breakdown by quarters: 40-0; 46-16; 19-6; 34-20. 

* Wilmington has combined to rush for 1,159 yards on 180 carries. They are averaging 6.4 yards per carry 
and 231.8 per game. Their opponents have combined to rush for 363 yards on 152 carries for an average of 2.4 
per carry and 72.6 yards per game. Not one team has rushed for over 100 yards in the five games. Do you think 
Wilmington has a good run defense? 

Wilmington has combined for 180 passing yards in 5 games, an average of 36 per game. Their opponents 
have combined for 198 in the 5 games for an 39.6 average. Wilmington has combined for 1,339 total yards in 
the five games for an 267.8 average, while their opponents have combined for less than half of that at 561 yards, 
an average of 112.2 per game. 

The one ugly stat for Wilmington is in the five games the 'Cats have fumbled 12 times, losing the ball 7 
times. That's more than two fumbles a game, and more than one lost fumble per game. 

Tewksbury 

¢ Tewksbury has outscored its opponents 93-68. In the first quarter they have scored 13 and given up 13. In 
the second quarter they have outscored their opponents 34-15, but have been outscored 31-19 in the third 
quarter. In the fourth quarter Tewksbury has tripled up on its opponents, 27-9. 

* Tewksbury has combined to rush for 595 yards on 143 carries, an average of 4.2 per carry and 148.8 per 
game. Their opponents have combined to rush for 490 yards on 165 yards, an average of 3.0 per carry and 123 
per game. Certainly respectable numbers for the offense and defense for the Redmen. 

* Tewksbury has combined to toss 395 yards, an average of 99 per game and 12 yards per throw. Their 

‘opponents have combined to toss 440 yards for an average of 110 yards per game and 15.7 yards per throw. 

+ Erik Nickerson is averaging 5.7 yards per carry and two touchdowns a game - oh yeah, he's a fullback. 
Jay Wagstaff is averaging 8.1 yards per carry and 16.4 yards per catch -and he's been nearly doubled covered 
every time he goes out for a pass.

Ward boots his share

When it comes to high school 
football, it seems like running 
backs, quarterbacks and lineback- 
ers seem to get all the press. It is 
not very often that a punter or 

kicker makes the headlines. 

So, when one does, he must be 
really good. Senior Charlie Ward.

"It took me a year to pick it 
up," said Ward of kicking a foot- 
ball.

“Coach worked with me a lot,” 
said Ward. "{And] I concentrated 
and picked it up." 

The importance of the kicking 
game is obvious if you ask 
Costabile. 

Last year, Wardstarted the year 
as the Rams' kicker but had to be 
replaced after he suffered a bro- 
ken arm half way through the sea- 
son. 

At the time of the injury Ward 
was progressing and Costabile felt 
confident he had found the Rams a 
solidkicker. Then Ward went down. 

"The kicking game is a very 


important part of the game," said 
Costabile. "It adds to any team." 

Without Ward, the kicking game 
and the Rams record suffered last 
season 

Now that Ward is healthy it 
may not be just a coincidence the 
kicking game has improved and 
the Rams are currently 5-0. 

"With (Ward) healthy he has 
given us that facet that we didn't 
have last year," said Costabile. 
“And, that (kicking game] is what 
we were missing the passed couple 
of years. He has given that to us." 

Ward has punted the ball 45 
yards. He did that a year ago 
against Whittier Tech. His longest 
field goal came during a practice.

Despite being impressive wii 
his distance and accuracy in pr.

"I would feel a little pressure: " 
said Ward, commenting on the Wea 
of kicking a field goal in a gar 
"But I that." 

When asked why Ward has not 
attempted a field goal Costabil:

confidence in Ward. Instead, th« 
opportunity has not presented | 
self. 

Costabile said, "We have been 
very, very consistent in the revi 
zone this year. I would not be 
surprised if he gets the opportunity 
inthe tougher games coming up. ! 
have a lot of confidence in him." 

Ward may not have the mos! 
glorified position in high school 
football but he goes about his job 
and does it very well. And he i: 
beginning to get noticed. 


When Ward gets off a punt, fan 
are obviously impressed with the 
height, distance and placement of 
the kick. The ooh's and aah's are 
easily heard. 

Ward said, when asked if being 
a kicker was rewarding, "I'll do 
anything I can to help out.”

“Problems began in the past 
few weeks when a neighbor 
complained to the board about 
the plantings that go around the 
edge of the open space in the 
park. Bob Carroll, who lives 
nearby, objected that the planti- 
ngs cut down on the open area 
of one of the few if not the only 
park space not under the control 
of organized sports and that the 
plantings were done without 
proper permission. 

“Carroll first raised his objec- 
tions a few weeks ago and the 
board decided to hold a public 
hearing on the issue to find out 
how other residents in the 
neighborhood felt about the 
change, as well as to hear from 
Town Engineer George 
Zambouras and the supporters 
of the plantings. 

“Tree expert Peter Wild and 
resident Susan Moulton, who 
organized the improvement 


effort, began the public hearing 
by explaining what they had 
done and why. 

“Wild said some 20 people 
contributed about five hours 
each to clean up the park and 
the wooded area at the back 
that comprises about half of the 
town-owned parcel, which is on 
Highland Avenue bounded by 
Eaton Street, Stevens Street, 
and Old Oak Lane, and was the 
former site of the Highland 
School. Wild said some soil 
amendments were added to 
grassy areas to improve the 
quality and that the saplings of 
‘famous and historic’ trees were 
planted along the perimeter 
about 14 feet in from the mature 
trees that line the park. 

“The saplings were planted in 
what Carroll derisively referred 
to as ‘rocket launcher; but Wild 
said the selection and location 
of the plantings was ‘properly

It’s very tempting to lean 
on the rails of the stair-stepper, 
to “share the burden” with your 
legs. You’d do much better to 
lower the intensity of the 
machine. 

¢ Not exercising intensely 
enough. Know your target heart 
rate range and get your heart 
rate up into that zone. Exercise 
enough to work up a light sweat, 
at a level where it is difficult to 


+ hold a conversation. 


Food and drink 

¢ Not keeping up your fluid 
intake. You should drink water 
during your workout, before you 
start to feel thirsty. Sports 
drinks aren’t necessary. 

¢ Snacking during workout. 
You may think eating an energy 
bar will allow you to work hard- 
er, Unless you are a marathon 
runner, such supplements aren’t 
necessary, and merely add calo- 
Ties.

The percentage of Americans 
awning homes - 65.4 percent- is 
at its highest level in over 15 
years. One reason, homeowners 
are more knowledgeable about 
the homebuying process, 
researching products, services 
and pricing before they buy, 
according to Wells Fargo Home 
Mortgage. However, many home- 
buyers are still puzzled by the 
terms, “points” and “rates.” 

“Today homebuyers use a 
variety of methods to research 
their home financing needs 
before they ever come to see 
us,” said Cathy Pallin, Area 
Manager for the Mass area of 
Wells Fargo Home Mortgage.

A rate refers to the actual 
interest rate a homebuyer pays 
on a loan.

Patching drywall is 
much easier than replacing it. 

All you need is lightweight 
spackle, a putty knife and fine 
sandpaper for holes smaller 
than 1 inch in diameter. For

loan amount were $150,000, one 
point would equal $1,500. 

Points and interest rates are 
inherently connected. In gener- 
al, the more points homebuyers 
pay, the lower the interest rate 
they can get. However, the more 
points they pay, the more cash, 
they need up front. 

Determining whether or not 
to pay additional points on a 
mortgage should be based on 
several factors, according to 
Pallin. These factors include the 
amount of time a homebuyer 
intends to stay in the property, 
the length of time before a 
homeowner refinances, and how 
much cash is available to cover 
closing costs and additional 
points. Taxes should also be con- 
sidered. Points are deductible 
within the year the mortgage is 
taken out whereas the interest 
rate is only deductible for the 
year the interest is paid. 

“A general rule of thumb is 
the fewer years you plan to stay 
in your house or refinance, the 
fewer the points you should 
pay,” Pallin said. “While there 
appears to be a clear advantage 
in paying additional points up- 
front, talk with your loan officer 
about all the options to make 
sure that you make the right 
decision for you.”

To patch holes it’s simple. For 
holes smaller than 1 inch: 

* Clean the hole of loose 
debris. 

¢ Fill the hole with light- 
weight spackle. 


* Smooth it with a putty 
knife. 

¢ Sand for a final finish. 

Filling holes larger than 1 
inch is a variation of this. For 
holes 1-4 inches in diameter: 

* Cover the hole with screen 
or tape after cleaning out 
debris. 

« Patch it with a light coat or 
spackel, 

* Let it dry and sand. 


¢ Apply a second coat, 
smooth it with a taping knife 
and sand for a final finish. 

Larger holes are a little more 
complicated, but still no big 
deal. Just a few extra steps. 

For holes larger than 4 inch- 
es. 
* Cut a scrap piece of drywall 
larger than the hole. 

« Hold the new piece over the 
hole and draw around it. 

* Cut a new hole along the 
pencil line. 

* Screw repair clips to the 
wall, 

* Screw the drywall patch to 
the clips. 

* Cover joints with tape or 
mesh. 

¢ Adhere tape with a light 
coat of spackel. 

* Let dry and apply a second 
coat. 

* Smooth with a taping knife. 

* Sand for a smooth finish.
